The  number  of  notifications  of  iae«sles_o.nd' whooping 

prvnph  show  a  very  marked  reduction,  there  being  306  m  1941,  ana 
58  fas Ts  ln  lltll  Scarlet  Fever  notifications  show  an  increase 
from  5  in  1941,  but  they  were  all  very  mild,  with  no  deaths. 
Cerebrospinal  Fever,  one  case  only  notified,  as  compared  wit 
two  in  and  four  in  1940.  Diphtheria  -  No  cases  notified 

during  the  year. 


Immunisation  Against  Diphtheria 


I  carried  on  the  work  of  immunisation  which  Dr. 

Hobson  had  successfully  started,  and  considerable  progress  has 
been  made.  In’  this  connection  I  would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  help  which  I  have  received  from  all  the 
doctors  in  the  Borough.  I  would  also  liko  to  specially  mention 
the  work  done  by  Dr .H.K.A.Ball,  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres,  and 
the  able  assistance  given  to  me  by  Miss  Horiot  Hill.  .  The 
Headmasters  and  Mistresses  of  all  the  Schools  have'  co-operated, 
and  materially  assisted  in  getting  the  children  immunised. 

The  following  table  indicates,  the  progress  made,  and 
it  will  bo  observed  that  the  estimated  population  has  been 
increased,  in  view  of  later  more  accurate  information.

Formal  action  was  taken  in  regard  to  one  other 
cowshed,  and  this  was  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  19,37 

Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  factories  in 
the  district,  and  generally  speaking,  these  have  been  found  to 
be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  Attention  was  given  to  the 
Sanitary  Accommodation  Regulations,  in  view  of  the  increased 
number  of  employees,  and  influx  of  women  workers.  The  position 
regarding  separate  accommodation  for  the  sexes,  can  be  said  to 
be  generally  satisfactory.  Where  improvements  were  required, 
these  have  either  been  done,  or  are  in  hand.  Defects  were 
found  in  five  factories,  three  were  in  respect  of  unclean 
sanitary  conveniences,  and  two  had  inadequate  ventilation  of  the 
sanitary  conveniences.. 


DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS 


Continuous  inspections  have  been  made  of  the  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds.  A  number  of  these  premises  have  not  been  kept 
up  to  standard,  due  generally  to  labour  difficulties.  However,  . 
the  position  has  now  very  much  improved,  although  it  is  necessary 
to  keep  close  observation  on  a  few  difficult  cases. 

MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS )  ORDERS 

Sixteen  Licences  have  been  issued  in  the  Borough  by 
the  County  Authority  under  the  above  Orders,  fifteen  in  respect 
of  Accredited  milk  and  one  in  respect  of  Tuberculin  Tested  milk. 

The  defects  found  during  the  year  were: -

Notices  were  served  in  three  cases  only,  the  rest 
being  dealt  with,  or  are  in.  hand  as  the  result  of  verbal  instruc¬ 
tions,  and  letters  of  request, 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  Wootton 
Hall  Farm,  and  new  floorings  have  been  constructed  at  Black-lands 
Farm.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  improve  the  general  conditions 
at  Vidle  Van  Farm,  where  the  buildings  and  yard  are  unsatisfactory* 
One  unsatisfactory  dairy  has  now  ceased  to  be  used  as  such. 


Five  Samples  of  milk  were  taken,  all  of  which  were 
satisfactory.  Two  of  them  were  taken  for  the  presence  of  33. 
Typhosus,  following  a  report  of  suspected  Typhoid  Fever  Oases. 

'  HOUSING 


Repairs  to  houses  present  a  problem  owing  to  labour 
shortage,  and  to  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  materials..  Twenty- 
six  properties  were  inspected,  25  of  them  regarding  items  of  • 
disrepair,  and  one  for  suspected  overcrowding.  Fifteen  or  these 
were  remedied  during  the  year,  cue  being  put  in  order  following 
the  service  of  an  Informal  Notice.  Efforts  are  being  made  to  get 
the  outstanding  cases  dealt  wi!~h,j  but  I  am  afraid  the  position  will 
remain  rather  unsatisf actofy  until  after  the  war,  unless. the  labour 
and  availability  of  building  material  position  improves. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS 

91  visits  to  food  shops  were  made  for  the  purpose  of 
examining  foodstuffs,  and  ns  a  result  the  following  were 
voluntarily  surrendered  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption.

The  beef  was  returned  to  the  distributors  for  salvaging, 
and  where  possible,  other  articles  of  food  were  used  for  animal 
feeding.  Part  of  the  butter  was  eventually  used  for  baking 
purposes  at  the  local’  bakehouses. 

GENERAL  SURVEY 

Among  the  chief  causes  of  deaths,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  deaths  from  tuberculosis  are  two  less  than  last 
year.  Out  of  269.  deaths,  73  occurred  between  the  ages  of  70  and 
80  years,  47  occurred  between  80  and  90  years,  and  11  aged  90 
years  and  over,  one  death  occurring  at  the  age  of  99.  So  just 
over  half  the  deaths  reached  the  age  of  three  score  and  ten  years.  -

Regarding  infectious  diseases,  I  think  the  Immunisation 
against  Diphtheria  campaign  has  been  very  satisfactory,  and  as 
far  as  I  can  see,  is  likely  to  continue  to  be  so,  I  wculd  like

The  health  of  the  district  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
adversely  affected  by  war  conditions,  in  spite  of  the  almost" 
insuperable  dii ficulcies  with  regard  to  housing  problems  the 
housing  position  being  very  acute,  and  likely  to  remain  so  for  a 
considerable  period  after  the  war  is  over. 

The  Council’s  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  has  rendered  mo 
invaluable  assistance  in  my  dittos,  which  naturally  have  been  made 
more  difficult  by  the  prevailing  conditions,  including  shortage 
of  qualified  staff,  and  somewhat  cramped  office  accommodation 7 
Mr. Thomas  has  also  helped  very  considerably  in  the  smooth  running 
of  the  Department . 

I  very  much  appreciate  the  support  I  have  received  from  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  have  found 
the^  almost  daily  contact  with  Mr., Fullerton  to  have  beon  of  great 
assistance  to  me,  both  in  my  Public  Health  duties,  and  those 
connected  with  my  position  as  Officer  in  Charge  Casualty-
